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Loss and Gain 

A two-day province-wide downpour 
just when the binders had started to hum 
is no aid to crop prospects or general 
cheerfulness. But against the interrupted 
harvesting and any depression of spirits 
may be placed the probability that the sus- 
tained soaking has finally extinguished the 
fires which have been eating up Alberta's 
none too plentiful timber supply. And a 
hope that grasshoppers, caterpillars, army 
worms and other pests have ceased from 
troubling for the season. 

Granted that had the rain come two 
weeks ago it would have conferred all these 
favors and also benefitted the crops. But 
since the weather has not yet been made 
obedient to a push-button, rain comes 
when it will and evil is still mixed with 
good. It may even be that wet weather just 
now will help the price more than it hurts 
the crop, and the crop is better than the 
price, 


They Will Try to “Get Through” 

At half past eight Sunday evening 45 
north-bound cars were waiting at Bowden 
and 30 more three miles north of the town, 
for two Government tractors to come 
along and pull them through the twenty 
miles of mud to Red Deer. 

Something else is indicated in that sit- 
uation besides the volume of traffic pass- 
ing over the Edmonton-Calgary highway 
and the deplorable condition of that sec- 
tion of the road. There is illustrated, too, 
the insistence of present-day -motorists on 
trying to “get through” even when and 
where the conditions are known to be bad. 

Everyone must have known that sec- 
tion of the highway was under reconstruc- 
tion, It was no secret that rain had been 
falling heavily for two days and a night.

Some Other Interferences 

Premier Hepburn is quite put out be- 
cause the Dominion Government set a 
“pegged” price for western wheat—On- 
tario wheat does not come under the stab- 
ilizing scheme.

But it is not reported that the Pre- 
mier had an to say about some 
other interferences with the same law, 
which are equally arbitrary and equally 
interrupt the natural order of things. The 
protective tariff, for instance, which en- 
ables Ontario manufacturers to carry on 
operations they say they could not carry 
on without the privilege thus given them 
to hoist the prices of their 
against the western farmer. Mr 
said nothing about that. 

And wasn't the Ontario Premier telling 
us a while ago that if the Dominion will 
leave matters alone he intends to establish 
an unemployment insurance system for the 
protection of the wage-earners of that 
province? An equally direct and deliber- 
ate interference with the law of supply and 
demand; on the “folly” of which he is also 
silent, 

Maybe the world would be better and 
happier if it reverted to the original or- 
der, abolished all sorts of protective regu- 
lations and left everybody to sell his pro- 
ducts and his labor for what he could get. 
The fact is we have wandered a long way 
from that order of things, and are not at 
all likely to return to it. 

Since the manufacturer has his tariff, 
commercial institutions their licenses, 
wage-earners their minimum scales of pay, 
where is the peculiar “assininity” in set- 
ting a “pegged” price that will give the 
producer little more than it has cost him 
to produce the wheat crop—without which 
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manufacturers would have to shut up shop 
and all these other interests would suffer 
corresponding adversity? 


Trading on Forbearance 

Franco will have to think up a new one. 
His explanation that his bombers fly so 
high they do not know what they are going 
to hit cannot be made to account for the 
performance of two of them in bombing 
the Lake Lugano and then sweeping the 
decks with nrachine-gun bullets. The gen- 
eral theory won't harmonize with the 
known facts in this case. 

That, of course, isn’t the fault of the 
bombers. They did all they could to prevent 
any of the crew surviving to give evidence 
against them, even going to the length of 
trying to shoot the sailors who were swim- 
ming ashore from the burning vessel. 
Which is circumstantial evidence that the 
airmen were veterans of that distinguished 
company who found it “good sport” to 
riddle the Ethiopians. 

It is to the credit of Franco's sagacity 
that he confines his attacks to British 
ships. If they had attacked as many 
French vessels, some of his valued bomb- 
ers would have been missing at roll call. 
There is only one great power that would 
have exercised as much Sself-restraint and 
allowed the Insurgents the immunity they 
enjoy in destroying British ships and kill- 
ing sailors. 

No doubt the Lake Lugano was a 
blockade-runner—waiving the point that 
there is no regularized blockade of Spanish 
ports—like some, though not all, the other 
ships which have been attacked. But in 
the past even blockade-runners have been 
given in? fact some measure of the pro- 
tection to which they were not by law en- 
titled. British ships engaged in running 
Franco's purely theoretical blockade are 
being left to fate; which Franco construes 
as license to sink them. 


Russians on Monday drove a_ wedge 
through their position to the Tumen 
river. That may not be important from 


the military point of view, but it is inter- 
esting as the first occasion on which 
either side has admitted anything since the 
border warfare started. Tokyo has con-

A hangnail is one of the very common trou- 
bles around the nail. The cause is an over- 
growth of cuticle which becomes hard and dry 
and then is torn through being caught on an 
object touched by the end of the finger. As this 
tearing occurs, a sharp prick of pain is felt. 

The adjacent tissues may turn red and appear 
slightly swollen. When properly cared for, a 
hangnail is not a serious disorder. When the 
hangnail is painful, the best way to treat it seems 
to be to wash it several times a day in hot soapy 
It is often recommended that an antisep- 
tic be used, of which tincture of iodine is an 
example. Usually a hangnail will heal most 
readily if left unbandaged; however, when you 
are doing work of a nature which would en- 
courage frequent bumping of the injured finger 
it may be a good plan to provide some protection 
5 of a bandage. 

The best way to prevent a hangnail is to push 
back the cuticle after washing the hands. Or, if 
you prefer, care for the cuticle by applying one 

the softening creams sold for the purpose. 
you find a shred of cuticle is catching on 
ects you touch because of being too long, 
manicure scissors, 
>n a hangnail is neglected and becomes 
infected, it may lead to what is known as a “run- 
around.” This is an inflammation of the struc- 
tures around the nail, the inflammation starting 
at one spot and then running around the sides 
and base of the nail. A “run-around” may result 
fr ght injuries; or in those in an ener- 
vated ¢ ion, it may develop without any 
preceding break in the skin. 

In the acute form of this trouble, the patient 
complains of redness, swelling and a throbbing 

Within a few days, there is a 

In the chronic type, the nail 
1e thickened and discolored or may be 
cracked. The treatment of the acute 
yn is usually undertaken at home, but is 
best handled by a doctor who will take the neces- 
sary precautions to see that good drainage is 
secured. The use of hot applications will pro- 
vide some relief from the pain. 

Various treatments are used in the chronic 

’ including baking, putting 
the finger in hot water or hot sea water, exposure 
light or the ultra violet ray, etc. Various 
ointments are also used, to be applied locally. 
When it is possible to send the patient to the 
seashore, having him bathe in sea water often 
to produce rapid healing. 
When the nail becomes thin and brittle and 
bles easily, the most probable cause is ring- 
worm, in which case adequate treatment to kill 
off the fungus growths will produce a healthy 
nail. In this trouble the nail eventually becomes 
thin on top and underneath it will be found a 
mass of dead epithelium having an unpleasant 
odor. 

Eczema very often attacks the nails, the wall 
of the nail becoming red and swollen and the 
nail itself becoming rough. The nail may show

A Recession Or—? 


The existence of a trade recession in this, and 
indeed most other countries, has been recognized 
for gome months, but it will come, nevertheless, 
as an unpleasant shock to many to read the de- 
pressing words of the League's financial experts 
in the document they have prepared for the 
Financial Committee. It seems impossible to 
regard the present economic relapse as no more 
than a trade recession from which recovery 
would in due course automatically ensue. The 
League's experts express the belief that a seri- 
ous world economic crisis, largely due to the 
trade depression which began in the United 
States some twelve months ago and spread, 
though with less severity, to Britain and France, 
is imminent, Though these are only three coun- 
tries, they include the foremost trading nations 
and their condition will certainly affect the 
whole world decisively. The document, how- 
ever, concludes on a less pessimistic note. It 
points out that a crisis now is likely to be more 
easily overcome than in 1929, because there is 
no serious credit inflation, and because both 
short-term foreign indebtedness and world stocks 
of raw materials are far smaller and the pos- 
sibilities of credit expansion are greater.—The 
Spectator (London). 


A New Financial Principle 


It is splendid news that the Greater Van- 
couver Water Board, as announced by Hon, Ian 
Mackenzie, will receive its loan of $750,000 from 
the Dominion government at an interest rate of 
2 per cent. 

It will be good news to thousands of resi- 
dents in the southwest sections of the city and, 
indeed, throughout the whole community, that 
the board will be able to extend its system of 
water mains to provide a first class metropolitan 
service to all Vancouver. 


But better news still lies in the implication of 
cheaper money for constructive projects 

For if the Dominion government, which has 
never yet been exactly a Santa Claus to these 
western regions, can afford to loan money for 
constructive purposes at 2 per cent, what is to 
prevent private financiers from following the 
same downward trend in interest rates? 

With a future integrity secured by the 
auguration of the City Manager Plan, which 
spells efficiency, why should not the City of 
Vancouver, possessed of unlimited material 
assets and of an increased civic willingness to 
pay taxes, which the City Manager Plan would 
inspire and which is the greatest asset of all— 
why should not the City of Vancouver be able to 
secure all the money it needs for expansion at 
the same figure? 

It is the integrity of the Water Board and 
the efficiency of Dr. E. A. Cleveland which have 
secured this cheap money. 

With similar efficiency and integrity, the 
city can secure the same benefits anywhere. 

It is pleasing to know that our water sys- 
tem is to be expanded. It is even more pleas- 
ing to know that the wages of money are on 
their way down.—Vancouver Sun,

On this date (August 9, 1838), one hundred 
years ago, the Earl of Durham made his first re- 
port upon conditions in Lower Canada. It was 
only a little over two months after his arrival 
at Quebec, but within that time he had accom- 
plished a marvelous amount of work for a man 
of his frail physique. He had travelled to Mon- 
treal, Kingston, Toronto and Niagara; had con- 
ducted the coronation ceremonies at Quebec 
when, with much display, he made public the 
young Queen's justice and mercy. He had had 
to face the outrages of the raiders along the 
frontier in Upper Canada and the consequent 
risk of friction with the United States; and he 
had interviewed men of all classes of life, 
French-Canadian as well as British; and he be- 
lieved he had in that two months grasped the 
problem of Lower Canada, 

This first report was an important document 
since it set out briefly the views that were ex- 
panded in his final report. There was no doubt 
as to its authorship; it is in the Canadian Archives 
in Durham's own handwriting. It was marked 
“secret” and was not made public for many 
years. Durham was frankly amazed at condi- 
tions. The disorder or disorganization of every- 
thing pertaining to government was beyond con- 
ception, and, as Durham remarked, “Not gov- 
ernment merely, but society itself seems to be 
almost dissolved. The vessel of state is not in 
danger only, but looks like a complete wreck.” 
Racial enmity, hatred of the French-Canadians 
for British-Canadians and of the British-Cana- 
dian for the French-Canadian dominated the 
whole life of the colony. From the legislative 
halls down to the streets, through all classes of 
society, wherever French and English met to- 
gether, the air became charged with hostility. It 
was enough for a message to have the favor of 
members of one race to assure for it the opposi- 
tion of members of the other. 

A distinguished commentator upon Durham 
wrote in this connection: “A curious thing was 
that both parties fought under false colors. The 
British professed loyalty to the crown and in- 
stitutions of England while they were really de- 
sirous of a more responsible government. The 
Canadians, assuming the role of reformers, were 
in reality reactionaries whose preference turned 
in the direction of a less democratic government 
than that under which they lived.” 

Durham at that time was convinced that with 
time he could improve the situation and bring 
peace to the Canadas; but across the sea the 
storm was brewing which was to wreck al! his 
work and destroy his plans. As so often happens 
even today, national safety was threatened for 
the sake of party politics, and Durham was the 
scapegoat.
